Robert Gardiner Urges 
Probe Into Causes and 


Extent of Depression

OTTAWA, Ont., April 21.—The 
government is expected to face today 
the first major vote of the session, 
Three divisions are slated to take 
place, all revolving around the address 
in reply to the speech. from the 
throne, Slightly more than 106 mem- 
bers have taken part in the debate 
which has been occupying the atten- 
tion of the House of Commons almost 
since opening day. 

Climaxing a speech which painted a 
dark, dreary picture of conditions 
among Western Canada agriculturists, 
Robert Gardiner, U.F.A. leader, yes- 
terday moved a sub-amendment to the 
address in reply. It called for the 
appointment cf a special committee 
of parliament to probe the causes and 
extent of the present depression and 
suggest solutions; credit assistance 
from the Federa} government to 
farmers and thirdly immediate action 
to relleve unemployment. 

Canada never faced a graver econ- 
omic depression than today, the U.T.A 
leader declared. The morale of the 
western agriculturist was lost and he 
feared that 80 per cent of the farmers 
would be found bankrupt if forced to 
liquidate at the present time. 


INDICATE INSOLVENCY ¢ 

“The banks say the farmers of 
Western Canada are securing all the 
advances to which they are entitled,” 
said Mr, Gardiner, “If that is fo, 
then I take it from the banks that 
Western Canada is insolvent; that is 
what the statement of the banks 
would indicate,” 

What he termed a “fair suggestion” 
was advanced by Mr. Gardiner to the 
ministry. It was that the co-oper- 
ative societies of the west, which ex- 
ported goods to all parts of the world 
where Canada’s tariffs did not affect 
the price at which they sold, snould 
be permitted to import, without pay- 
ing duty, goods to a similar value. 

The U.F.A. leader was joined in the 
debate by one of his chief lieutenants, 
E. J. Garland, member for Bow River 
He advocated the establishment of a 
Canadian wheat board and participa- 
tion in international schemes to regul- 
ate 
It was useless 
eaters to wrap themselves in a drug- 
ged dream” and say things will right 
themselves. Canada was one of the 
very few wheat-exporting nations that 
had failed to take direct action to 
protect the producers. Some had cre- 
ated monopolies, others bonused the 
wheat industry

wheat producing nations to confer in 
marketing problems. How may Canada

Coal mining interests at the coast say 
if the Dominion will pay them a bonus of 
$1.50 a ton they can sell some coal in 
South America.

s POLICY 


FEDERAL FINANCIA 


When the supplementary — estimates 
are brought down, it is said, it will be 
found that the Dominion Government 
plans to spend about as much money this 
year as last. What this means, in terms 
of present and general interest, that 
federal expenditure will play as large a 
part as it did last year in giving employ- 
ment and maintaining business conditions, 

Now if the Government will treat the 
deficit as an extraordinary loss that 
should be spread over a number of years, 
and not try to take an extra $80,000, 900 
out of pockets that are unusually empty 
in order to balance the account in a single 
season, the Ministers will be able to claim 
with justice that their financial policy is

framed to make conditions no worse than 
they are 

That may be only a negative policy, 
but it is a good deal better than the 
cheese - paring lax - boosting expedients 


which frenzied governments usually adopt 
when a slump occurs, and which always 
do and always must react to make bad 
times worse, The time to use the public 
credit to sustain the public welfare is 
when that support is needed; and this is 
one of the times, 


BETTER TALK MODERATELY 
A western member grew resentful in 


parliament the other day at the idea of 
“eastern financiers” telling western farm- 


ers how they shall farm, If any eastern 
financiers have been trying to do that 
they were ill-advised, But it is not clear 


that the member in question was on any 
better ground, 

Since the three prairie provinces had 
to underwrite the wheat poo! to save it 
from collapse, and as parliament is being 
asked now to establish a guaranteed price 
for wheat, the public are hardly to be told 


that, it is none of their concern whether 
the western farmers continue to grow 
wheat exclusively or develop some other 


branches of their business, 

No one of course has a right to dictate 
to the farmer, and in the last resort he 
must be allowed to farm as he pleaser 
But since the public are directly interest- 
ed in a financial way in the continued pro- 
duction of huge wheat surpluses, it is pre- 
sumably in order for even an eastern fi 


nancier to say what he thinks about the 
situation. 
And at a time when thousands of 


western farmers are complaining that they 
cannot get credit from the banks, and 
thousands more are hoping to get loans 
with which to place stock on their farms, 
it does not look like good business to kick 
people in the face who may have a good 
deal to do with the policy of the banks and 
the success of the stock loan scheme, 


SCREEN ADVERTISING 


Do people go to picture houses to be 
entertained, or to be subjected to adver- 
lising propaganda? 

This question is raised very pointedly 
by Harrison's Reports, a New York pub-

The principle is laid down that “screen 
advertising should be avoided because it 
is wrong; it is unethical and unmoral to 
take advantage of the public, who pay 
their money at the box-office to see en 
tertainment and not be ‘advertised’ to 
death.” 

A writer in the Syracuse, New York, 
Herald, commenting en the subject, says: 
“The sound-screen itself is already over- 
burdened with advertising-trailers on com- 
ing attractions, trailers on cooling plants, 
slides acknowledging the loan of this, that 
and t’other. The American fan's inher- 
ent dislike of propaganda, a post-war re- 
action, spells woe for the exhibitor should 
that burden be further increased and the 
fan asked to not only condone it but to 
pay the boot.” The Canadian fan, it may 
be supposed, is in much the same frame 
of mind, 

Another commentator says: “People 
will not pay admission to a theatre to see 
advertising on the sereen, even if it is 
cleverly camouflaged as part of the play. 
The glitter of easy gold may be attractive 
to the producers, but sometimes this easy 
money comes high. If they drive the 
public from the theatres by using this in- 
sidious ruse, they will have a hard time 
wooing it back. Thus they may, after all, 
kill the goose that lays the golden egg.” 

From dozens of papers, scattered 
throughout the United States, come simi- 
lar observations; all based on the idea that 
when people buy theatre tickets they 
spend their money to see a play, not to be 
admonished to buy somebody's product, 
and that they are in common fairness en- 
titled to immunity from pictorial bally- 
hoo, If the screen producers are wise 
they will note the signs of a gathering 
storm of protest that is very likely to be 
expressed in small houses and diminished 
revenue.

Those who have strong digestive or- 
vans may not appreciate the value of 
the right food combinations because 
they sometimes eat meals which are 
very badly combined and apparently 
suffer no immediate fll effect, but 
those who are afflicted with weak di- 
gestive organs and who suffer with 
such diseases as eczema, asthma or 
rheumatism, must learn to be care- 
ful with their food combinations if 
they hope to become permanently

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Acne 

Question: Mrs, B. M, writes: “My 
daughter has what the doctors term 
the worst case of acne they have ever 
seen Her face is a s of scars 
and pimples, She has fasted and diet- 
ed to no effeet until now we do not 
know what to do next, as various skin 
specialists have failed to help her,” 

Answer: Acne is sometimes very 
difficult to correct during a@ certain 
period of life and requires much time 
and persistent treatment to entirely 
overcome it, The skin should be 
cleansed in the morning and evening 
with warm water and wap, An enema 
should be used every day, and the pa- 
tient should use large quantities of 
the bulky vegetables as outlingd in 
my article on “Stuffing for ComMtipa- 
tion.” Local treatments with the ac- 
tinie or ultra-violet light are often 
helpful in toughening the skin, but 
are not always necessary if the other 
instructions are followed carefully. 
The dict should not contain such rich 
foods as chocolate, cream, malted milk, 
candies, cheese, nuts, eto, 


Vasting in Disease 

Question; A, I’, asks: “Has a water 
fast any advantage over a fruit fast 
in certain conditions and diseases? In 
using the tomato juice has the fresh 
tomato and its pulp any advantage 
over the canned tomato juice?” 

Answer; JU have not found that the 
water fast h advantage over a 
fruit juice fast except in a few cases 
where the patient hes diffloulty in 
handling the fruit juice. I sometimes 
give water fasts for three or four days 
before the fruit fast, Elmination 
seems to be facilitated if the pulp ts 
not used with the orange juice or to- 
mato julee fast and, of course, the 
pulp should not be used if there is 
any inflammation of the intestines, 
There is no advantage in using the 
raw tomatoes over the canned tomato 
juice,

Referring to the vellef system hir 
worship stated that direct relief could 
only be applicable to people who were 
absolutely destitute That, he said 
was the object of the $4,000,000 set 
aside by the dominion government, 
and which meant $12,000,000 for the 
whole of Canada 

The speaker made brief mention of 
the fraud cases in connection with 
city relief, ‘These people will appear 
in police court Wednesday and many 
of them will be sent to Fort Saskat- 
chewan jatl, These offenders were of 
the opinion that they should have @
